23.—The 
lives of eighteen miners were snuffed 
out in an explosion in the Youghio- 
gheny and Ohio Coal company’s mine 
at Amsterdam. 
Seven 
men, bruised and 
burned, 
were rescued from the mine, and their 
escape from death is regarded as mi­ 
raculous. 
The interior of the mine 
was wrecked and all ventilation shut 
off. 
The cause has not been deter­ 
mined by the state mine inspectors 
and mining experts, who are conduct­ 
ing the search of the wrecked work­ 
ings for the bodies of twelve victims 
who have not yet been located. 
The mine had been inspected but 
two days before tho explosion by 
Deputy Inspector Thomas Morrison. 
He was still at the hotel in the village 
when the explosion occurred. 
From 
the condition of the interior it is said 
the explosion, in point of force, was 
tho greatest ever recorded in Ohio. 


Fled From the Scene. 
Tho earth within a radius of several 
miles was rocked by a terrific explo­ 
sion. 
People thought an earthquake 
had occurred. 
A train on the Lake 
Erie, Alliance and Wheeling railroad 
was passing the mine, and every win- 
day in the train was shattered. 
The trainmen stopped the train and, 
learning where the explosion occurred, I*00'- 
fled from it as a car of dynamite was 
attached to the rear of the train. 
Two 
men, 
brothers, 
were 
found 
locked in each other's arms. 
This 
gives the rescuers the belief that the 
men were not killed instantly, but 
that they were suffocated by the after 
damp. 
The fans were put into operation 
and fresh air was forced into the mine 
to aid 
the rescuers 
in their work. 
Three shifts of these are working two 
hour* at a time. 
Coroner Foster of Jefferson county 
is on the scene and if all the bodies 
are recovered soon one big funeral 
will be held.

Wadena, Minn., April 23.—An inno­ 
cent and defenseless boy of twelve 
years was murdered by Louis John­ 
son, a farmer living in the town of 
Green Valley, Becker county. Tne lad 
was a stepson of Johnson and wa? 
shot dead with a rifle. 
Alter committing the 
foul 
deed, 
Johnson turned his gun upon himself 
and fired a shot which ended his own 
life. 
Tho murder and suicide occurred in 
some woods near the home of the 
Johnsons. 
Particulars of the affair 
are hard to obtain, as the place is a 
dozen miles from any railroad. 
John­ 
son was a farm er and about forty-five 
years of age. 
Johnson had a daughter by his first 
wife and fears that she would be dis­ 
possessed of his property, in the event 
of his death and that the stepson 
would inherit it, are supposed to have 
led to the tragedy. 
The first husband 
of Mrs. Johnson, a man by the name 
of Hill, also died a suicide in the same 
neighborhood about eight years ago. 
When she missed her husband and 
son, Mrs. Johnson searched for them 
alone for several hours. 
Not finding 
them, she aroused the neighbors and 
a thorough search ended in the dis­ 
covery of the bodies.

M em bers of M erchant M arine League 


W ould Benefit by Bill. 
Washington, April 23.—The direct 
interest of members of the executive 
committee of the Merchant Marine 
League of the United States in the 
legislation which they urged for the 
restoration of the m erchant marine 
was brought out at the hearing be­ 
fore the house ship subsidy investigat­ 
ing committee.
